We  have  used  one  of 
these  machines  for  plant- 
ing cabbage,  cauliflower, 
tomato  and  other  plants, 
for  the  past  three  seasons, 
with  such  satisfactory  re- 
sults that  we  have  arrang- 
ed to  be  able  to  supply  any 
of  our  customers  who  are 
in  need  of  a  machine  of 
this  kind. 

Three  men.  or  a  man 
and  two  smart  boys,  with  a 
steady  team,  with  this  ma- 
chine, can  put  out  from 
20,000  to  30,000  plants  in 
a  day,  and  do  the  work 
ever  so  much  better  than 
it  would  be  done  by  hand 
planting.  We  have  plant- 
ed with  it  when  the  weath- 
er was  so  dry  and  hot  that 
hand  planting  was  ont  oft 
the  question.  The  auto-' 
matic  watering  attachment  THE  BEMIS  TRANSPLANTING  MACHINE, 

supplies  water  in  any  desired  quantity,  at  the  roots  of  each  plant,  and  covers  this  with  fine  dirt, 
so  that  we  seldom  lose  a  plant  when  the  soil  is  in  proper  condition. 

The  machine  is  set  to  open  a  valve  at  the  desired  distance  and  discharge  the  quantity  of 
water  desired,  and  keeping  time  with  the  click,  the  boys  or  men  alternately  put  a  plant  in  the 
proper  position  and  hold  it  there  till  the  packers  have  done  their  work  and  passed  on  to  the  next 
plant.     The  machine  is  adjustable  so  as  to  adapt  it  to  all  kinks  of  work. 

The  machine  is  adjustable  so  the  plants  can  be  set  various  distances  apart.  It  requires  one 
man  to  drive  and  two  men  or  boys  to  set  the  plants.  When  starting  in  the  first  round  or  two,  it 
is  rather  awkwark  work  for  new  hands,  and  they  may  not  set  them  very  good,  but  it  does  not 
take  long  to  catch  on.  With  our  machine  and  two  men  going  with  it,  we  set  out  enough  plants 
for  our  neighbors  last  season  to  nearly  pay  the  first  cost  of  the  machine  from  the  rent  thereof,  be- 
sides having  the  use  of  it  for  our  own  planting.  Sometimes  three  or  four  neighbors  can  club  to- 
gether in  purchasing  a  machine.  The  advantage  is  not  always  in  the  saving  of  time,  alone,  but 
also  in  the  benefits  from  getting  a  crop  into  the  ground  quickly  when  the  conditions  are  just 
right.  Then  again,  they  are  set  in  straight  rows,  so  the  cultivator  can  be  run  very  closely  to 
them,  and  thus  avoid  much  hoeing. 

The  machine  is  furnished  with  a  fertilizer  attachment  as  shown  in  the  cut,  also  with  a  po- 
tato planting  attachment.
